DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-35 are pending. Claims 10-12, 15, 16, 18-29, 33, and 34 were amended 
in a preliminary amendment received 3/31/04. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Stabilizing agents: (a) trehalose, (b) methyl-mannopyranoside, (c) CaCI 2 , (d) 
MgCfe, (e) ZnCfe, as in claims 4 and 9, for example. 

Polypeptides: (f) pituitary adenylate cyclase polypeptides, (g) glucagon, (h) 
glucagon-like peptides, (i) growth hormone releasing factor, (j) vasoactive intestinal 
polypeptide, (k) peptide histidine methionine, (I) secretin, and (m) glucose-dependent 
insulinotropic polypeptide, as in claim 14, for example. 

Buffers: (n) amino acid buffers, (o) peptide buffers, and (p) inorganic buffers, as 
in claim 20, for example. 

The species are distinct because none is rendered obvious by the others in its 
group and because the disclosure does not connect them by any design, operation, or 
effect. See M.P.E.P. § 806.04(b). A requirement for restriction is permissible if there is a 
patentable difference between the species as claimed and there would be a serious 
burden on the examiner if restriction is not required. See M.P.E.P. § 808.01(a). In this 
case, considering enablement, utility, and description issues for each claimed species, 
as well as conducting a thorough search of the prior art for each and every combination 
embodied by the present claims, would pose a serious burden to the examiner. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. That is, applicant should elect ONE stabilizing agent from 
(a)-(e) above, ONE polypeptide from (f)-m) above, AND ONE buffer from (n)-(p) above. 
Currently, claims 1-35 are generic to the above species. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
